tiations between strike leaders and 
railway chiefs or attempts from other 
Quarters. 


Union officials remained firm In 


their demand that full seniority rights 
he restored to the 300,000 shopmen 
now on strike. Rail heads were equal- 
ly firm in their insistence that senior- 
ity rights of men now at work be rec- 
ognized. Fuel shortage is being felt 
by the railroads, supplies on several 
roads being nearly exhausted, -ac 
cording to officials. 
Curtailment of 


train operations, due to shortage 01 
coal and equipment has gradually in- 
creased until 247 trains have been can- 
celled or are about to be cancelled, 
eay representatives from, railroad cen 
ters from the west. 


The representatives of the Brother 


hood of Railway Clerks declared that 
85 per cent of the 3,000 clerks em- 


i ployed by the C. & O. -would Join the 
'ranks of the strikers Thursday. 


PREDICTS SETTLEMENT 


B. M. Jewell, President of the six 


federated shopcrafts predicted Thurs 
day that the railroads will 
capitulate 


and settle the strike within two weeks. 


The strike Is becoming more effec- 


tive dally he said, "and the roads will 
yield as soon as we bring them to 
their knees." 


The railroad executives statements 


on the seniority question were char- 
acterized by Mr. Jewell as comouflage 
designed to cover up the real issue— 
a national adjustment board. 


The executive board of the striking 


unions will meet Thursday afternoon 
to consider and answer to the state- 
ment issued by the railroad officials 
Wednesday night.

Litvinoffs Proposal To Waive 


Russian Claims for Cred- 


it, Is Turned Down 


The Hague—The Hague still was 


gasping Thursday over the sudden de- 
velopments in the confernce on Rus- 
sian affairs Wednesday and the preci- 
pitate decision of the European dele- 
gates to terminate the gathering im- 
mediately, after Maxim LitvinolT, head 
of the Soviet delegation had offerd to 
submit to Moscow the question of 
recognizing the validity of Russian 
pre-war debts and the principle 01 
compensation for nationalized foreign 
property. 


For a few minutes Wednesday a 


large section of the non-Russian rep 
resentatives headed by the English 
seemed ecstatic over M. Lltvinoff's 
proposal to waive Russia's claims for 
credits from European powers and 
seek instructions 
from the Moscow 


government on the tangled question 
of property rights of foreigners. 


But when non-Russian met later 


without 
the 
Soviet representatives 


they immediately turned down Lltvin 
off's proposal and decided to snuff out 
the conference Thursday with the for- 
mal presentation of representatives 
from the sub-committees on credits, 
debts and foreign property confiscated 
in Russia. 


National Army 
Reported in 


Heavy Attack on Flanks of 
Insurgents' Lines — Many 
Flee in Fear of Starvation.

Dublin—Reports from the fighting 


area received Thursday indicate a 
pressure by the National army forces 
on each extremity of the Insurgent 
line, developing: powerfully and ex 
tending roughly from Limerick to 
Waterford thereby cutting off virtual 
ly the whole of Munster province. 


An attack on Waterford was made 


by troops advancing from Kilkenny 
preceded by parties of engineers who 
removed the heavy obstructions in 
the road and reached the outskirts 
of Waterford Tuesday evening. 


The Nationalists found the main 


part of the city cut off through the 
drawbridge over the river Suir being 
raised. The railway bridge was im 
passable and the troops opened the 
attack from the north side of the riv- 
er with machine gun and rifle flr« 
while 18 pounders shelled the Irregu 
lars in the military barracks and the 
jail. 


The reply from rifles and Thompson 


guns was feeble and it is believed the 
city is lightly held, but the natura 
strength of the position may make 
the dislodgement of the Irregulars a 
matter of difficulty. 


LAUNCH HEAVY ATTACK 


At Limerick fighting was progress 


ing Wednesday evening. The Nation 
alists launched a heavy attack on the 
O'Mara factors' but as far as known 
the Irregulars still are holding the 
position. 
In the center of the city 


where the insurgents are strongly for 
tlfied 
the firing was 
particularly 


heavy- The casualties are estimated 
at 20 killed and 40 wounded a con 
slderable portion being civilians. 


Belfast—Alarming- accounts" of the 


situation in Kings County or County 
Offay, as it is now known, reached 
Belfast in dispatches Thursday. Tulla 
more and Birr are described as In a 
pitiable plight with those of their in 
habitants who are able to do so taking 
flight in fear of starvation. One party 
which volunteered to go from Tulla 
more to some of the outlying villages 
to procure food and milk for the wom- 
en and children was held up by the 
Republicans on the way back and 
the supplies were commandeered.

The total 
deposits are practically as high as they 
have ever been, except as shown by 
the statement of June 30, 1920, when 
the highest point ever known was 
reached.

Washington, D. C.—All hope of an 


immediate ending of the coal strike 
has vanished. 
A- M- Ogle, head of 


the National Coal Association has left 
Washington and President 
Harding, 


while cognizant 
of the various in- 


formal overtures which have emanated 
from the miners, is not yet determined 
upon any peace move. 


The operators believe that with the 


help of the government they can break 
the strike and deal unionism a body 
blow. Until they are convinced of the 
accuracy or Inaccuracy of their predic- 
tions nothing tangible can be expected 
in the way of peace negotiations. 


Just as confident as the operators 


have been that if troops were to pro- 
tect strike-breakers the mines could be 
operated are the union officials that 
not enough coal will be mined to avert 
a dangerous crisis for the nation next 
winter. 


STATE LAWS INTERFERE 


In support of the miners contention, 


news has already come from Indiana 
and Illinois that state laws will pre- 
vent the opening of the mines on a 
big scale. Workmen have to bo li- 
censed before, they can work in mines. 
This measure was originally taken to 
.safeguard the '-r»alth- frf emplo?e««3r*na' 
to insure the safety of those already 
working In the mines. State boards 
consisting mostly of union men must 
issue the licenses and In some cases 
a continued residence in the state is 
required. 


When the miners and operators get 


together again the nation's available 
coal supply will have been so far de- 
pleted that the operators will be as- 
sured of a high enough price for coal 
next winter and they will be able to 
pay the miners better wages. The 
inevitable result of a scarcity in any 
product is a higher price to the con- 
sumer. The strike has brought about 
the scarcity. 
Miners and operators 


will each profit by the situtlon in the 
end and the public will pay the bill. 
Officials freely admit this though they 
have already endeavored to regulate 
the price of coal. What the situation 
will be next winter 
however, is an- 


other question and there Is no way 
by which the government can keep 
the price of coal down If the natural 
laws of supply and demand are per- 
mitted to operate. 


TRY TO PLACE BLAME 


Efforts to locate the responsibility 


for the continuance of the strike are 
bound to be made when congress gets 
into action. 
Senator Borah, Samuel 


Gompers and John L. Lewis are put- 
ting their heads together. The labor 
viewpoint is that Mr. Harding haa 
fallen a victim for the strategy of cer- 
tain operators and that if he had in- 
sisted upon getting all the representa- 
tive operators of the union districts 
to Washington instead of what is 
termed a "hand picked group" chosen 
by A. M. Ogle, the deadlock wouldn't 
have occurred.

Prohibits Making of "Hebe" in 


Which Coconut Oil Is Used 


For Butter Fat 


Madison—The constitutionality of 


Wisconsin filled milk law was upheld 
Thursday In a decision of the state su- 
preme court. 


The ruling was made in the suit of 


the Carnation Milk company manu- 
facturers of "hebe" which contained 
cocoanut oil substituted for butterfat. 


In the decision which was written 


by Justice Charles H. Crownhart, the 
court holds that the legislature is giv- 
en the power to prohibit the sale of 
"filled milk" or other food products 
believed to be deleterious to the wel- 
fare and health of citizens of the state 
under the police powers of the consti- 
tution. 


The reputation of Wisconsin as the 


leading dairy state is In danger. If the 
legislature cannot prohibit the manu- 
facture of products which are below 
standard, th« opinion points out. 


"It was competent for the legisla- 


ture" the^eourt finds, "to find that the 
manufacture and sale of the com- 
pounds to fraud and deception, and 
likely to bo Injurious to the public 
health."

Washington—In 
a. comprehensive 


report submitted to the senate Thurs- 
day by Chairman Xorris of the Sen- 
ate Agricultural committee. Henry 
Ford's offer for the purchase and lease 
of the government's war-lnttiatea pro- 
jects at Muscle Shoals, Alamaba. is 
condemned in unusually strong lan- 
guage, while the Nebraska senator's 
bill, proposing development 
of 
the j 


properties under a government owned 
and 
controlled corporation, is de- 


scribed as "the most wonderful plan" j 
that has ever been proposed in tne 
history of the country. 


On the question of the Ford bid, the 


report says. Senators Page, McNary, 
Keyee. Gooding, Norbeck, Harreld. 
and McKinley, Republicans and Ken- 
drick. Democrat, concur with the 
chairman. With reference to the gov- 
ernment ownership proposal, the re- 
port gives the names of five senators, 
Norris, McNary, Gooding, Norbeck 
and McKinley, who favor Its passage 
by the senate for the solution of the 
Muscle Shoals problem. 


MINORITY OPINION 


Because of this line-up of the com- 


mitteemen. the report is character- 
ized as a minority opinion insofar as 
item expresses approval of the gov- 
ernment ownership bill but, is pre 
sentod as a majority opinion insofar 
as it deals with the rejection of the 
committee of all proposals for Muscle 
Shoals development. 


The Ford offer Is dealt with in un 


sparing terms. Its adoption, the re 
port says, would put "the govern 
ment of the United States into busi 
ness with a vengeance," adding ihat 
"those who ask congress to accept the 
Ford offer ask'us, in effect; -to leaso 
this property to this corporation with 
out any real consideration, and then 
in addition thereto, guarantee to re- 
pair and keep and maintain it in goon 
condition for a period of one hundred 
years." 


MUCH EXAGGERATION 


"It Is difficult to harmonize our idea 


of Mr. Ford's 
fairness, "the report 


continues, "with his silence on this 
subject, when his name is so often 
used in exaggeration and misrepresen- 
tation as to just what he does offer to 
do. The country has been given to 
understand that Mr. Ford has guar 
anteed to reduce the cost of fertilizer 
by one-half. He has done nothing of 
the kind. He has made no guarantee 
of any kind in the- way of the reduc- 
tion ot the cost of fertilizer. 
The 


country has been given to understand 
that he pays the government 4 per 
cent interest on its Investment in the 
two dams. 
He does nothing of the 


kind. He has not made any such of- 
fer and no such proposition is includ- 
ed in his bid. Giving his corporation 
credit for every dollar that It pays, he 
will be paying to the taxpayers less 
than 3 per cent on the money which 
he uses out of the treasury of the 
United States, and when we consider 
that this loan runs for one hundred 
years, it requires even the stretch of 
the imagination 
to understand the, 


enormous profit that this corporation 
secures in this one item alone. 


SELL ELECTRICITY 


The report points out that elec- 


tricity developed 
at Muscle 
Shoals 


should be furnished to municipalities 
at as near cost as possible and should 
be so distributed that all of the people 
both rich and poor, would receive a 
proportionate benefit to the cheapen- 
ing of electrical energy. That Is the 
idea that the Norris bill seeks to ac- 
complish, the report adds. 


The document concludes with a de- 


tailed comparison between features of 
the Ford offer and those of the Norris 
bill and emphasizing what It describes 
as the great advantages the people 
will obtain from Muscle Shoals devel- 
opment under the latter proposal.

Milwaukee— Coal shipments by wa- 


ter throughout Wisconsin according 
to indications here will practically halt 
in two or three weeks unless imme- 
diate changes in the situation take 
place. 


Coal 
receipts at the 
Milwausee 


docks have this week fallen two-thirds 
below last week's receipts and the 
fuel shortage is rapidly reducing the 
number of coal carrying vessels ac- 
cording to Walter J. Fitzgerald, local 
ship broker. 


Only three boats have unloaded coai 


here so far this week, their collective 
cargoes being 23,000 tons while last 
week twelve boats unloaded approx- 
imately 75,000 tons of bituminous coal. 
The Great Lakes Coal and Dock com- 
Jany expected the steamer Capt. Tho- 
mas Wilson Thursday. It was eaid 
that she is only carrying two-thirds 
of her regular cargo of fuel. 


Little fear of.a coal shortage for the 


regular liners was held by local steam- 
ship offices but it was said that tramp 
steamers found It almost impossible 
to obtain fuel at the western lake 
ports. 
Fuel dealers have started laying in 


large supplies of wood, according to 
J. J. Bloomer, secretary of the traf- 
fic division of the Association of Com- 
merce. He said there wa« no anthra- 
cite coal in Wisconsin. The situation 
according to J, J. PulHam. prtsident 
of the Wisconsin Public Utilities as- 
sociation shows little promise of im- 
provement.

Mr. La Follette would remedy it by 
overturning the constitution and scrap- 
ping the guarantees out of which Ameri- 
can liberty was achieved and the great- 
ness of its people realized. For political 
emancipation he wants to do away with 
the supreme court and permit congress to 
enact anj- legislation it may see fit regard- 
less of whether it violates the principles 
and provisions of the constitution or not. 
This would be equivalent to doing away 
•with* a constitution altogether. It would 
turn over to congress every law, funda- 
mental or statutory, touching the lives 
and activities of the people, and this 
would be subjecting every guarantee and 
privilege we now possess to the whim of 
politicians sen-ing special interests or ra- 
dicals serving special grievances. In- 
stead of using constitutional methods to 
amend the constitution, when long experi- 
ence has fully demonstrated the wisdom 
of a change, Mr. La Follette would scrap 
the constitution over night a,nd substi- 
tute for it the political bedlam in which 
congress moves most of the time. 


On the side of industrial and social 


freedom. Mr. La Follette's remedies are 
of the same character. He would tear 
down the institutions of private property 
'which have been perfected in a century'& 
growth of America's social system, and 
(which have made this not only the rich- 
Ust country in the world, but the country 
(of the greatest distribution of wealth. Mr. 


I La Follette would hound business to 
leleath. he would ruin capital if there is 
iany way to do it, he would break the back. 
lot industry, all because he judges busi- 
ness at .large by the mistakes and vices of 
& few. 
Mr. La Follette has a tempera- 


mental dislike of business, industrial com- 
mercial, financial success. Anyone who 
accumulates a competence, whether it is 
e. thrifty storekeeper in the village, the 
banker in the small town, or the manufac- 
turer in the city, is an enemy of society. 
iThe man who has something in this world, 


I in the senator's eyes, is the man to sus- 
pect, the man to denounce, the man to 
fight. 
The man who has nothing is the 


'ideal citizen, he is the victim of social in-* 
'justice, he is the man to fight for. 
It 


''does not matter whether this man has 
rwasted his opportunities, has been a 
,Spendthrift, a ne'er-do-well, whether he is 
shiftless, lazy, or improvident; he is the 
(type of citizen the senator exalts and for 
whom our institutions must be pulled 
'down and chaos substituted. 


Mr. La Follette has been in public life 


a great many years. 
"We do not know of 


•uy legislation enacted by congress, cer- 
tainly in recent years, that he has not re- 
garded as a "betrayal of the people." In 
"his keynote speech he assails every act of 
congress, pending or disposed Of, he de- 
nounces Mr. Harding's legislative pro- 
gram and'attacks the administration gen- 
erally as the enemy against which "the 
•great war for industrial and political 
freedom" must be waged. 
Mr. La Fol- 


lette is not satisfied with anything the 
{Republican party is doing, has done or 
proposes to do. 
He loves the Socialist 


party, the Non-Partisan league. He is the 
choice of both these radical organizations 
for senator. In spirit and in fact he be- 
longs to them. He has nothing whatever 
in common with the Republican party, 
•kid when he seeks to utilize the label of 


that party to hold or acquire office, he 
proves his own political dishonesty. Mr. 
La Follette knows he has no moral right 
to run on a Republican ticket or to hold 
himself out as a Republican. lie knows 
he is doing so only to get votes because 
the Republican party happens to be the 
dominant party in Wisconsin. 
He does 


not vote with the Republican party in the 
senate and is opposed to all Republican 
policies, he refused to indorse the nominee 
and platform of the Republican party in 
the last presidential election and he is 
fighting the administration in all its poli- 
cies. 
AVe do not know of anything in 


La Follette's program that the Republi- 
can party ever lias or ever will indorse. 
If Mr. La Follette wants to tear down 
what is American he should have enough 
moral courage to do it openly and on hia 
own bottom. He should join the Social- 
ists or the Non-Partisan league, or form a 
party of his own. Until he does this, he 
contradicts and discredits himself in the 
eyes of every person who does his own 
thinking. 


PRESIDENT'S COAL PROGRAM 
President Harding has made a begin- 


ning in his plan to force a reopening of1 


the coal mines. The public has been ex- 
pecting action of this kind and will com- 
mend him for taking it. The wisdom and 
efficacy of the course he has chosen are for 
the future to determine, hut the import- 
ant thing is that he has initiated a pro- 
gram which will sooner or later bring 
about a test of the government's power to 
compel the operation of the mines. 


President Harding has demanded that 


the operators themselves produce coal. 
This means that they will have to do so 
with new men or with retiirning strikers. 
The probability is that the strikers will 
not return so that it will mean the use of 
strike breakers. 
To insure the security 


of the mines and the mine workers, Mr. 
Harding has notified the governors of the 
states in which coal is produced that they 
will be expected to provide military pro- 
tection. 
The militia is to be used upon 


the request of county authorities and ap- 
peals of the mine owners. The governors 
have in the main responded favorably and 
have promised to do all in their power to 
preserve order and to protect life and 
property. 
"Whether they will be able to 


do so is another matter. 
Some are in- 


clined to believe that state troops will not 
be sufficient, and that it will not be long 
until federal troops will have to be em- 
ployed. This would present a very seri- 
ous situation and one to be avoided if 
possible. 


A great many persons will be of the 


opinion that the government itself should 
have taken over the coal mines, that it 
would Imve been better for it to operate 
them in the existing emergency than to 
undertake protection of the operators. 
There is some ground for the opinion that 
the striking miners would have been wil- 
ling to return to work under govern- 
ment operation of the mines, whereas they 
will not do so with their former employ- 
ers. 
The men seem to feel that they 


would stand a better chance in arbitra- 
tion with the government in control of 
the industry than with the operators, and 
in the end arbitration will have to be re- 
sorted to. The main thing-, however, in 
support of temporary government opera- 
tion is the possibility that it might have 
avoided the use of military force and 
might have paved the way to immediate 
return of the strikers pending arbitra- 
tion. 


For the present it should be assumed 


that President Harding has, notwithstand- 
ing the superficial aspect of the situation, 
chosen the proper course. He is in close 
touch with the controversy in all of its 
phases and should know his ground tho- 
roughly. His judgment is to be accepted 
as dependable and sound. He has pos- 
session of many facts unknown to the 
public and to even many well informed 
persons who may be disposed to give him 
advice. Public confidence in the presi- 
dent is generally well justified, and in 
this instance Mr. Harding is clearly en- 
titled to the support of the people. ~The 
great thing is to secure coal and to secure 
it, in quantity at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. 
This is what the president is at- 


tempting to do and it is of far greater 
importance to the nation that it be done 
effectively and immediately than any- 
thing else involved in the strike. The pub- 
lic's interest is of first concern and must 
receive first consideration. Coal must be 
had and that is what the president is set- 
ting out to get.

Johnnie, Get Your Shoes Off 


This is the season of the year 
when parents 


have so much to fear if naught to be afraid of 
when kids delight to bathe each day, tho not in 
tubs we beg to say, if real stuff they are made of 
Breathes there the man with soul so dead wh 
never to his son hath said, "Boy, whatcha wear 
ing shoes for?" The barefoot boy with cheeks o 
tan will make a darn sight finer man if footweai 
he's no use for. 


There are occasions and places when it may be 


unwise or .improper to go barefoot. 
There are re 


glons in the southern states where the 
soil or 


ground is polluted with hookworm eggs and lar 
vae. due to the primitive habits of the 
natives 


and in such regions It is dangerous for any one 
to go barefoot, for "toe itch" or "ground itch" or 
"dew itch" (the primary stage of hookworm m 
festation) is likely to be the price. 
But thruout 


the long vacation there is no time when a 
kic 


shouldn't go barefoot, rain or 
shine, 
morning 


noon and night, for the good of his health. Stone 
bruises, slivers, stubbed toes and similar accidents 
are as nothing -weighed against the great advan 
tags of exposing the skin of feet and legs to sun 
light, air and soil, not to mention a bit of water 
now and then. 


Going barefoot Is a distinctly beneficial practice 


if the youngster happens to be anemic, for the 
exposure of the legs to sunlight stimulates the 
manufacture of hemoglobin or red blood matter. 


For the child with a "tendency" to or an ac- 


tually recognized tuberculosis ofjolnt, bone, skin, 
ymph node or organ, going barefoot is always 
helpful. Those little newsboys you sometimes see 
scampering about barefoot late in the fall or early 
n the spring, when you wonder they 
do not 


freeze, are as comfortable as you are and prob- 
ably healthier too. 


So I plead with all parents to give the young- 


sters a. chance and hide away the shoes and stock- 
ngs for most of the summer. 
This applies to 


girls as well as boys. Girls need the healthful ad 
•antages of going barefoot even more than bovs 
do. 
The less time the youngsters 
spend 
with 


shoes and stockings on in vacation the better for 
heir health. 
If I had—Well, I

;hould make him wear dresses and ribbons for his 
hair if any other kid in the neighborhood had a. 
ecord of more times in swimming or more days 
larefoot in vacation time. There was a picture 
n the papers recently showing a child of about 20 
ummers playing golf barefoot; she believed she 
.bsorbed energy or something of the kind from 
he ground. If that became popular some of us 
oung fellows might take a little more interest 
n this old men's game. 


Going barefoot is just as healthful for grown- 
ps as it is for the youngsters People troubled 
vith corns, calluses, weakened or pronated feet, 
weating feet or burning of the feet at night, will 
e surprised at the benefits they will derive from 
•oing barefoot even for a few hours a day.

The 50 per cent increase in 
vageg offered to the hotel servants, 
vas scornfully refused by their union 
which demands 200 per cent.

If you are in such a run-down con- 


dition that you fail to perspire in hot 
weather, look out that you do not 
have a sunstroke. 


The skin of a victim of sunstroke 


is hot and dry and the pulse is rapid 
but weak. 


There will be temperature from 106 


to 110 degrees with the pupils of the 
eyes contracted. 


First aid in the cases of sunstroke 


consists of cooling the victim as 
quickly as possible. Get him into a 
shady spot and raise the head. Quick- 
ly remove the clothing and begin pour- 
ing cold water over him. It is best to 
start at the head and go down the 
body. 
The \vat5r should be poured 


from a height of three or four feet. 
Continue until the patient recovers 


consciousness. 
Frequently it is nec- 


essary to put an ice-bag on the head. 


Heat prostration is due to the effect 


of high temperature on the body. 
Heavy physical exertion is usually 
the immediate cause.

New books are being purchased by

If a veteran is 
drawing <§bmpensation and' is disabled 
as a result of an injury or disease con- 
tracted in the military or naval ser- 
vice during the World War, but is not 
totally and permanently disabled, he 
may reinstate his lapsed or canceled 
yearly renewable term insurance by 
having a full medical examination to 
show that he is not suffering from 
any other disability than that con- 
tracted in the service. He is required 
to pay back all back monthly premi- 
ums which would have been payable 
If the insurance had not lapsed, to- 
gether with interest at 5 psr cent. 
compounded annually, on each premi- 
um. If the applicant is in good health 
and his insurance has lapsed less than 
three months he must sign a state- 
ment that he is in good health and 
pay two months premium on the ac- 
count of the insurance he wishes tto 
reinstate. If it has lapsed for more 
than three months and less than six, 
he must have a short medical examin- 
ation, besides paying two months 
premiums. If it has lapsed for more 
than six months he must have a full 
medical examination and pay two 
months premiums on the amount of 
insurance he wishes to reinstate. 


The six different forms of govern- 


ment insurance are: Ordinary life, 20- 
payment life. 30 payment life. 20-year 
endowment, 30-year endowment and

until 


prior death. 
At the end of 20 years 


tha policy becomes fully paid up for 
life and the insurance is payable at 
death. 
A 30-payment life 
differs 


from the latter only in this that pay- 
ments are -made for 30" years. 
A 20 


year endowment policy insurance is 
payable, after 20 years or at 
prior 


death. 
The 30 year endowment dif- 


fers only in the number of yearS after 


which insurance Is payable. 
In the 


sixth form of policy the premiums are 
paid until the age of 62 or prior death 
and the insurance is payable when the 
policy matures.

ficult to separate from those involv-

eand or more species of Insects are 
many remarkable actions, classed as 
instinctive, unknown to the average 
unscientific reader. 


One of the strangest instincts on 


record is found among the giant wa 
ter bugs, electric light bugs of the

water of streams and 
ponds until 


the adult wmged stage is reached 
Even as adults much of their life is

Th.3 larger and more powerful fe 


male seizes the smaller male, glues 
to the back of her struggling mate 
an almost complete covering of eggs, 
and thus makes him do his share in 
preserving the species by protecting 
tho eggs until they hatch.
